Ponca City, Okia.—The Kaw Indians 
not only have given women the right 
to vote, but have elevated one to the 
highest.office in the tribe, that of elec 
tive chief. The voman fs Mrs. Lucy 
Taylah Eads,-now Chief Lucy to all 
her tribesmen. 

Chief Lucy ts the first head the Kaw 
Indians have had since 1908, when 
Chief Washunga was frozen t6 death, 
She ia the wife of John R. Eads. a 
white man. The two with their chil 
dren live on the new chief’s.allotment, 
an Inheritance of 800 acres. They are 
among the few who bave not disposed 
of:any of their property. They: raise 
live stock. of all thrifty and 
send their children t te schools.

France vs. Germany 
Perhaps it would be more ac 

curate to say France and Belgium 

against Germany. ; 

We of America, never having 
seen otur Jand devastated, our 
cities destroyed, our factories 
looted, are not qualified to form 
any judgment, as to the moralities 
involved. Belgium was in no wise 
responsible for any act which 
would justify German hostility. 
She stood between Germany and 
France and, because she was a 
small country, she was ruthlessly 
invaded, and suffered indignities 
that would arouse undying hatred. 

The story of French suffering 
needs no re-telling. The war 
ended; the treaty of peace was 
framed, and Germany—her soil 
untouched by an invader’s foot— 
executed that treaty. We have no 
right to say that she. never in- 
tended to carry out its terms; but 
actions have shown that now she 
does not intend to make any 
reparation if she can avoid it, 
France and Belgium have occupied 
parts of her territory. If governed 
by the Mosaic law they couldn’t 
be blamed if she spread devastation 
throughout the Ruhr valley. If 
they robbed the factories of their 
portable machinery and then fired 
them; if they fivoded Germany’s 
mines; if they saw her forests 
ablaze, it would be. but an eye for 
an eye and a tooth for a tooth. 

France and Belgium have been 
our allies and friends; no Ameri- 
can should ever forget this fact, 

England, Italy and otker alties 
have their own reasons for what- 
ever they may do, They. are all 
honorable men—-men who must 
take care that their own conduct 
is that of a people who can forget 
an injury, but who never forget 
friendships and the ordinances of 
gratitude. 


Religious Quarrels 

Americans have in the main 
believed in religious freedom. 

Americans who love their coun- 
try have tried hard on all occas- 
ions to keep the skirts of religion 
unstained by the mire of politics. 
Religion they have sincerely in- 
sisted is a sacred thing which has 
no logical concern with business 
or politics. Let every citizen vote 
as be pleases, and follow the faith 
he chooses, but never mix the two. 
If this course of conduct is changed 
it will far exceed any other calam- 
ity that can befall our govern- 
ment. 

A sincere religious. belief may 
be likened: to a broad, solidly 
cemented highway. It opens the 
easiest way to mutual love—the 
grand brotherhood of man.
